them, that had committed ſome hainous tact : elſewhy 
did they caſt.lots to know hire, and find him out that had 
ſinned,and whoſe ſinne did procure this tempelt to bee | 
ſent: Though this winde hadalmoſt drowned /onah,yet 
hee ſaid the Lord ſent it: ſothe Lord ſendeth windto 
bring ſhips to. land in fafetie, and the fame Lord ſendeth 
wind to drowne and breake,and {iiike other ſhips, Ther- 
fore ob faith when hee was bercft of all his ſubitance at 
once and leftas poore as might be, that the Lord had ca.

which did fo molcſt him. If ſome had ſo much loſle by

The ſhip went on roundly for a cime, che Prophetlce- 


tergcalming,the winds guiding 3 ſo merrily finne goeson 
before the tempeſt comes. The winde blowes not yet; 
therefore gocon yet alittle, and yet alittle more, but fud-

voyd of fearg, venturous, and contemnersof danger. Yet 


| nowſccing the tempeſt ſo vehement on aſuddaine, that 
their goodly and tall [hip was tofled almoſtto a cocke boat 


and crackt ſ@,that it was like to be torne all to peeces,and 
thereby was fully perſ[waded it was no common nor or-! 
dinary ſtorme, but a reuenging tempeſt, for ſome extras 
ordinary cauſe, {ent out vpon them by ſome great power 
prouoked: now they are atraid,they tremblefor feare,like

The meanes which the Mariners vie to faue them- 
ſelues, arediuers,Firſt they cry to their gods, then when 

that appcaſed not the tempeſt, they caſt out their wares, 

They prayd, This 1s then a manifeft ſigne, that the Hea- 

then acknowledgethat there js a diuine power,ſecing and 

goucrning the whole worlde : for they would nothaue 

praycd at all , but that they were conuinced, there was a | 
God,who beheld the affaires ofmen, and couldein ex- 
treamelt danger deliver whome hee would. Nature cons | 
uinced them, the workes of God made them to acknow- 
ledge it. For inman, though the Lampes be waſted ſince

ſaw ſo expreilely in all the creatures, that they imagined it 


-to be impollible for one God to workethemall: therefore 


they —_ that there were diuers Gods, as there were 
divers ſca{ons, diuers nations, diuers trades, diuers lan- 
guages, diuers and ſundric kinds of all thinges : and ſodi- 


ſecthart al their inventions will not bring their enterpriſe 
to paile according to.their mind,but they are in extreamitie 
and like to. be caſt away for want of ſuccour,then they flic 
vnto God, being driven by compulſion as a Beare vnto a 
ſtake, andthey couch and kneele, and make great ſhewes 
outwardly, of humuliation and pietie, all in hope of helpe 
from God, andas it werethinking to deceiue him by their 
hypocrilie.

Againe CWHatthias is choſen by lots to the Apoſlleſhi 
in ſtead of /#das; ſo that it isJawfullin ſome cauſes to cal 
lots, ſo that they doe attribute nothing vnto them and 
acknowledge that the lots calt into the lap, but che di 
polition thereofis from the Lord : forthey mult not ſay 


make an'Idole of it and rob God of his honour duevnto 
him. Foric was not Saxtes fortune to be King, but Gods 
mercy : it was not Achans chance to be caught, but Gods 
iudgement. Lots may be vicdto preuent (trife, when all 
other meanes haue beene vicd, and ſometime before all os 
ther meanes, whenin wiſedome it is thought the beſt 
meanes. Brechren often and godly at fir{t diuide their 
inheritance by lots, as the Children of Iiracll deuided the 
land of Canaan.

Monarch of the world hae no ſcorne nn the huſ- 
bandman, weeconlider not his princely calling,nor his 
auncient yeares, nor his large poſleſſion to commend 
his induftric,or modeftic,or lowly mind therein. Which 
may teach ys humilitic, though weelearneto difdaine 
husbangrie. Ofwhom will we learne to be humble,ifkings 

ue examples, and the ſonne of God humbled himfelte 
heauento: earth,and yetwee contemne the example

ſyice from them thar live by her, as this painefull ſcience of

for themſclues. No maruaile then though many in the 
ore. Countries murmure and complaine, that other 
cannot live by them, and they cannot live them- 
{clues: but it is maruell if their complaints doe not growe | 
in time to rebellion and pull others as low as themſclues : 
for why ſhould the greatelt paine yeeld the-leile profite ? 
yetthis is their caſe, forif you marke,you ſhall ſee that the 
busbandman doth bate the priceof his fruits, ſo ſoone as 
the dearth is paſt, though hee rayſeth it a littlewhilethe 
dearthlaſteth : bur they which rayſe the price of their | 
wares with him, ſcldonefall againe, but makemen pay 
as deare whenthe dearth is paltzas if it were a dearth fill 
Thus a plentifull yearedoeth dammagehim, anda hard 
yearedoth vantage them. So this painefull man is faine 


riſe carly, labour dayly, ſell cheape, and buy deare, tharT | 
may truely ſay, that no man deferueth his liuing better, | 
no manfulfilleth the Law nearer : thatis ; Thou ſhaltget 
thy living in the ſweate ofthy browes ;z then this poore: 
ſonne of Adam, which picks his crums out of theearth. 
Therefore he ſhould not be mockedfor his labour,which 
hath vexation cnough, though al men ſpeake wel of him : 
and in my opinion, itany deſerve to beloved for his 1nno-\ 
cencie, orfor his truth, or hispaine, orthe good which 
he brings tothe Common weezlth ; "This Realme is notſo 
much bcholding toany ſort of men (but thoſe that feede 
the ſoule) as thoſe that feed the ody z that is, thoſe that 
labour the earth : yet you ſee how they live like drudges,

ſoiuſtly complayne of herfall without cauſe, and her de- { 


coliue poorely, fare meanely, goe barely, houſe homely, | 


as though they were your ſervants to prouidefoodefor 
| you, and after to bring it to your dcores : asthe beale 
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ſcrue them, ſo they ſerue you, as though you weroano- 
ther kind of men. I cannot thinke vpon their mi- 
miſeric ,but my thoughtes tell mee,thatit isa great part of 
our vathankfulneile, that we neuer conſider whac an 
calic life and liuing God hath giuen vatovs,in reſpe&tof 
them. | 
Ifthe Apoltles rule were kept,they which do not worke, 
ſhould not cate ; but now, they which doe not worke, 
eatemolt, and the husbandmen which worke, eatc not, 
but arclike Bees, which prouidefood for other,and pinch 
| themſelues. Let vs conlider thisfor they had not onelaw 
 Jand weanother ; but the ſamecurſe which was denoun- 
ccd ypon Adam, was denounced vpon all his children; 
| That cuery man ſhould get his liuing in the ſweate of his 
| browes. Alchough I know there be diuers works, and di- 
uers gifts,and diuers callingsto work in : yet alwayes pro. 
uided,they which doe not worke, ſhould not cate.zfor in 
the ſweat of thy browes,that is,in labour and trauell: thou 
King,andcthou Iudge,and thou Prelate,8 thou Landlord, 
and thou Gentleman ſhalt get thy living as Adaw thy Fas 
ther did,or elſe thou doeſt auoyd the curſe, and a greater | 
curſe ſhall follow ; thatis, they which will not [weatc on 
carth,ſhall ſweatin hell. 
eAdamhad foode as well as thou,and ſohad Neah,and 


more then thou, vnletſethou had(tAll, for they had all; }j 
and yet they mightnot be idle : hecauſe their hands were | 
| not giuen them for nothing: lorne worke with their pen, 


ſome with their tongues, ſome with their fingers : as na- 
Iture hath made nothing idle, butthat hee which is a Ma- 

oiſtrate, ſhould doe the worke of a Magiſtrate : hee which 
is a Iudge, ſhould doc the worke of aludge: hewhich-is 
| a Captaine,ſhould doethe worke ofa Captaine: he which 
| is a miniſter, ſhould doe the worke of a miniſter :as when 
1 Noah was called an husbandman, he did the worke of an 
b husbandman. This contempt of the countrey, doth threa» 
ten danger tq theland, as much as any thing elſe in our

| mation qualified in ſomeptrt to their paines, Thin= 


king that you haue not heard of this theame before, ſee- 
ing thc words of my textdid lycforic, thus much [ 
hauc ſpoken to put you in mind how ealily youliue in re- 
ſpeRofthem, & torefie our minds towards our poore 
bretheren, which 1ndeede {eeme too baſein oureyes,and 
are {corned for their labours, as much as we ſhould befor 
ouridlenellec. 

Then (ſaith Ioſes) Noah began to bee an hucbandwman, 
In that itis here ſaidethatNeab began, it doth notdiſprouc 


| that hee gaue not himſelfe to husbandrie before, bur it | 
importech, that Noah heganto ſet vp husbandric againe 


after the flood before any other, ſothis good manrecom- 
forted with the experience of Gods fauour( which hap 
excinptcd him and his ſeede out of the world) and re: 
ioycing to ſec the face ofthe earch againeafterthe wa- | 
ters were gone, thoughanold man, and weakerthen he, 
was, yet hee returned to his labour afreſh, and ſcorned 
not£o till and plane for all his polleſſions, asthough hee 
werean husbandman : ſuchalowlineſleisalwayesioyned 
with the fearc of God, and they thatare humbled with 
religion, doc not thinke themſclues too good tedoe any. 
goodthing. | 

Heere noteby the way, that noneof Noahsſonnes 
arc{aid tobegin this worke, but Noah himſclfe ; theold | 
man, the hoary head and carefull father begins to teach 
the reſt,and ſhewes his ſonnes theway how they ſhould 
provide for their ſonnes, and how all the world after 
ſhould labour and trauell, till chey returne to duſt; 
ſo the olde man whome age diſpenſeth* withall eo 
take hiseaſe, is more willing to prouide for the wants 
of his children , then they are which arc bound to la- 
bour for themſclues and their parents too, as the Storke 
doth feede the dam when ſheeis olde, becauſe the dam 


fedde her when ſhee was yong. What a ſhame 1s

As weeincreaſe and multiplic our ſelues, fo 
wee arc bound to ioyne hand and helpe, that all crea- |

Some doe thinke that Noabplanted thefirſt vineyard, 


and drunke the firlt wine, and that there was no vic of 
Grapes before: which opinion they areled vnto,that they 
mightexcuſe Noah, and mirigate his fault, if hee did ſup 
too deepe of that cup, thellrength and operation where» 
of was notknowne vnto him, nor vnto any man before, 
But it is not like, that the excellent liquor and wholeſome 
iuyce of the Grape did lye hid from theworlde ſo many 
hundred yeares, and no doubt butthere werevinesfrom 
the beginning, created with other trees 2 for how eould 
Noah plant a vineyard, vnleſſche had lips of other vines, 
or Grapesthat grew before, ſeeing he did not createfruites | 
but plant fruires as weee doe? For this isprincipally tobe| 
noted, that ſo ſoone as he had opportunity to doe good, 
| hee omitted notime, but preſently afrer the floud Was 
gone, and that the carth began to drie, hee plyedit with 
{eedes, and wrought it till he ſaw the fruites of his labour. 
By this wee learne tovmit no occalionto doe good, but 
whenſoecuer wee may doe good, to countit finneif we doe: 
ir not. 

But if we be ſo exerciſed,then all our works (hall pro- 
ſper ike the vineyard of Noabbecauſethefruit of the vine | 
forh cheare the countenance, and glad theheartof man. 
Therctore ſome haue gathered vpon the planting of this 
vineyard alignification of gladnetſe and thankefulnefſein| 
Noah for his late deliverance, as the lewes by their ſo-| 
lemne feaſts.did celebrate the memoriallofſomegreatbe- 
nefite ; but I rather iudge, that God would have vs ſee in|.
